New Delivery Commitments 
Speculative Sugar 
Bubble’ To Burst 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department today ex­ 
pected big new delivery commit­ 
ments from foreign sugar produc­ 
ers to end speculation and the 
resulting skyrocketing of sugar 
prices around the nation. 
The department announced re­ 
ceipt of the “very large” new 
commitments late Friday, and 
said the “speculative bubble” in 
sugar “is bound to burst in the 
face of this plentiful supply.” 


Prices have soared in some 
grocery stores to 98 cents for a 
five-pound bag of sugar because 
of a tight world supply, and 
hoarding has been reported. Two 
congressional investigations into 
the sugar situation have been 
announced. 
Charles S. Murphy, undersecre­ 
tary of agriculture, said that

For the second straight night, 
about 250 whites made a counter­ 
march, waving Confederate flags 
and taunting the Negroes. 
Negro leaders at Jackson, Miss, 
said Friday that plans for anti­ 
segregation demonstations in the 
Mississippi capitol had been sus­ 
pended temporarily. Integration- 
ists apparently were awaiting the 
outcome of conferences between 
white and Negro ministers to iron 
out racial problems. 
A federal judge at Memphis, 
Tenn.. Friday approved a grade- 
a-year desegregation plan for the 
city’s schools and rejected Negro 
efforts to speed up integration. 
Judge Marion S. Boyd said the 
plan submitted by the Memphis 
Board of Education was “a fair 
and realistic one—one that can be 
made to work.” 
In Altanta, the U.S. 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals Friday ordered 
an immediate start of school de­ 
segregation at Savannah, Ga., but 
refused to issue a similar order 
for Mobile, Ala., schools.

Pope Under Orders 
To Take It Easy’ 


VATICAN CITY <UPI> — Pope 
John XXIII, slowly recovering 
from a recurrence of a chronic 
stomach ailment, remained under 
doctors’ care in his private apart­ 
ments today with strict orders to 
“take it easy.” 
The 81-year-old pontiff, who had 
overtired himself by recent pub­ 
lic appearances began to suffer 
internal 
bleeding 
earlier 
this 
week. Doctors gave him blood 
transfusions and coagulants. 
The hemorrhage was the result 
of an illness first reported last 
November. The Vatican describes 
it only as “stomach trouble” 
which has caused anemia, but 
there have been numerous print­ 
ed reports that the Pope has can­ 
cer. 
Vatican sources said Friday 
‘the condition of Pope John has 
improved, but not so fast as would 
be desired." They indicated that 
he recovered from his first bout 
with the illness more rapidly than 
he is improving this time.

OTTAWA (UPI) - The long 
shadow of French President Char­ 
les de Gaulle fell across the meet­ 
ing here this week of the NATO 
ministerial council. 
None of the visiting NATO lead­ 
ers mentioned the basic split on 
european strategy and policy be­ 
tween the aloof French president 
and his British-American allies. 
The conferees were most care­ 
ful, however, to avoid digging into 
any issues which might widen 
the breach. 
The council's action in reorga­ 
nizing existing nuclear forces in 
Europe to give NATO a more di­ 
rect hand in managing them was 
accepted with amused tolerance 
by the French, represented by 
Foreign Minister Couve de Mur- 
Ville. 
The French agreed to go along 
with the plan when Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and British For­ 
eign Secretary Lord Home prom­ 
ised not to trumpet it as a big 
NATO-wide “integration” of nu­ 
clear forces, which De Gaulle 
opposes. 
Rusk said the “assignment” of 
Britain’s nuclear bombers and 
three American Polaris subma­ 
rines to NATO was an "import­ 
ant step."But he acknowledged 
that its value was principally 
“psychological.” 
The 
“considerable 
w a I lop” 
packed by these bombers and 
submarines already was available 
in Europe. The new plan simply 
gave the NATO commander a 
more direct hand in targeting 
arrangements. 
The psychological gain stems 
from the part of the plan which 
assigns 
European 
officers 
of 
NATO to the nuclear staff at 
NATO headquarters and to the 
liaison group at U.S. Strategic 
Air Command headquarters in 
Omaha.

At the same time, they are giv­ 
ing the Pope coagulants—drugs 
designed to cause his blood to clot 
and stem the inernal hemorrhage.
